IS ATTACKED 


Young Virginians Think Grant 
Was a Confederate General 


Senator Vandenburg Declares 
Alaskan Plan Is a “Com­ 
plete Commune.” 


Washington, June 26—Character­ 
izing the 
administration’s 
Alaska 
resettlement venture as “a com­ 
plete commune under the American 
flag,” Senator Arthur H. Vanden­ 
berg, republican, Michigan, Monday 
read into the senate record the 
terms under which colonists have 
been induced to take up homesites 
in the Matanuska Valley. 
The senator condemned tile colo­ 
nization plan as a ’’crazy venture,” 
and declared that unless prompt ac­ 
tion is taken, the movement will re­ 
sult in a "major catastrophe.” The 
entire program, the senator de­ 
clared. is “an utterly untenable and 
ridiculous proposition.” 
The colo­ 
nists, he said, should be returned to 
the United States at once. 
Although the senate has asked 
Harry L. Hopkins, federal emerg­ 
ency relief administrator, for a re­ 
port on conditions now said to be 
fraught with hardship for mid­ 
western farmers who moved to cen­ 
tral Alaska. 
Senator Vandenberg

Corporation's Pledge 
On the other hand, the corpora­ 
tion agreed as follows: 
“Tlie corporation will build and 
equip

educational, 
cultural, 
recreation, health, work and busi­ 
ness centres in the community as 
the life of the community shall re­ 
quire, and make the same available 
to the colonist and the members of 
his family and other members of 
the community, and will furnish so­ 
cial and economic direction, super­ 
visory and consultation services to 
the colonist, members of his family 
and other members of the com­ 
munity on terms of mutual agree­ 
ment and accord.”
